Earthquake 
rocks 
Lompoc 


A 
moderately 
heavy 
earthquake 
centered about 40 miles offshore from 
Pt. Arguello yesterday, rocked Lompoc 
and a 75-mile section of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
The temblor was first felt at 3:52 
p.m. and lasted for about 10 minutes 
although Lompoc 
residents felt the 
rolling shock for less than that time. 
Lompoc police said there was no 
property damage or injury reported. 
A spokesman 
said the police station 
shook and patrol cars outside “bounced 
about for awhile.” 
No damage was reported at nearby 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. Maj. Dr. 
Louis A. Baker, an optometrist at the 
base, reported he was checking a young 
man’s eyes when he noticed the instru­ 
ment he had set on the man’s nose 
sliding back and forth. 
A spokesman at the base said the 
main telephone switchboard was jammed 
with calls from worried airmen but 
there were no injuries or damage at 
the base. 
The city of Santa Barbara also felt 
the shock. 
Some fears were expressed that the 
quake might have had some effects 
on well casing in the many Santa Bar­ 
bara Channel oil drilling operations. 
However, the Coast Guard said it had 
received no reports of any damage 
to the offshore oil facilities. 
The four-story County Administration 
Building in Santa Barbara swayed per­ 
ceptibly for about two seconds. The 
structure was built to withstand earth 
shocks, a county official said. 
The earthquake Wednesday was the 
first sharp one of its kind in more 
than a year felt in Santa Barbara. 
There 
were 
reports 
of 
minor 
plaster cracking at buildings in Pismo 
Beach and a light aftershock was felt 
in Los Angeles an hour after the first 
temblor was reported at 3:52 p.m. EDT. 
The quake was the second to hit Calif­ 
ornia this month. An earthquake in Santa 
Hosa Oct. 1, which registered 5.4 on 
the Richter scale, caused $10 million 
in damages—mostly to old buildings. 
The quake, considered only moder­ 
ately heavy, caused the large amount 
of damage because faults involved were 
close to the surface.

Zodiac fails to keep appointments 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A troubled 
man who said he was the “ Zodiac” slay­ 
er of five persons pleaded for help, com­ 
plained of headaches and cried out ‘Tve 
got to kill” during a two-hour series of 
bizarre conversations 
Wednesday on a 
television talk show. 
However, he failed to keep two sur­ 
render appointments with attorney Mel­ 
vin Belli, who told the caller, “ All of 
San Francisco wants to help you. The 
hand is out, you can feel the hands out.” 
There also was a challenge issued 
to Zodiac — from the brother of San 
Francisco cab driver Paul Stine. The 
cabbie was shot to death Oct. 11, and 
the killer mailed a piece of Stine’s 


bloodied 
shirt with a boastful 
letter 
to a newspaper. 
Stine’s brother, Joe, .34, operator 
of a Modesto service station, 
issued 
an itinerary 
of his daily habits and 
challenged Zodiac to “ come and get 
me.” 
“ I don’t carry weapons,” said the 
165-pound 
Army and Air Force vet­ 
eran. “ I don’t 
feel I need any. I was 
very close to Paul, and now I want a 
chance at his killer.” 


Capt. Martin Lee, chief of inspectors 
for 
the San Francisco Police Depart­ 
ment, said the man who called the 
KGO-TV 
morning talk show and iden- 


tified himself as “ Sam,” was “a per­ 
son with a mental problem.” 
However, police 
said there was no 
way of telling whether 
or not he was 
the Zodiac 
slayer, who has bragged 
in cryptic 
notes of killing five per­ 
sons 
in four separate attacks during 
the past 10 months. 
“ I need help,” the caller said while 
viewers 
watched 
program 
host Jim 
Dunbar and Belli, 
whose 
presence 
was requested by the man. “ I’m sick 
. . . 1 don’t want to go to the gas cham­ 
b er.” 
Belli, who defended Jack Ruby for the 
killing of presidential assassin Lee Har­ 
vey Oswald, agreed to ask District At­ 


torney John Ferdon not to press for the 
death penalty. Ferdon 
said later he 
could make no “ promises or guaran­ 
tees’ other than a fair trial. 
The man 
claiming 
to be Zodiac 
made 13 separate calls during the two 
hour program, but police said none was 
long enough to be traced. 
The weird conversations were brok­ 
en off repeatedly by the caller, twice 
with 
strangled cries and once with the 
threat: “ I’m 
going to kill those kids!’’ 
Zodiac, 
in the letter which contain­ 
ed the piece of Stine’s bloodied shirt, 
warned that his next target might be a 
bus full of school children. 
Once during his conversation with 


Belli, the caller’s soft, 
almost boyish 
voice erupted into a cry. 
“ What 
was 
that?’ 
Belli asked, 
“ I did not say anything,” the caller 
replied. “ That was my headache.” 
At another point, he said, “ Pm hav­ 
ing one of my headaches now. Pve got 
to kill! 
Pve got to kill!” Then he hung 
up. 


The caller made arrangements 
to 
meet Belli in nearby Daly City 
later 
Wednesday 
morning, but failed 
to 
show 
up. 
A second, 
secret meet­ 
ing was scheduled for the afternoon 
— but again there was no sign of the 
man who said he is Zodiac.

Beckett wins Nobel Prize 


STOCKHOLM 
(UPI) - Samuel Beck­ 
ett, who created the “ Theater of the ab­ 
surd” with his 
1953 play 
“ Waiting 
for Godot,” today won the 1969 Nobel 
Prize for Literature. 
The Swedish 
Academy 
cited the 
63-year-old, Dublin-born Beckett, who 
is also known for his novels and poems, 
for “his writing, which — in new forms 
for the novel and drama — in the desti­ 
tution of modern man acquires its ele­ 
vation.” 
The new forms cited by the 18-mem­ 
ber Academy became popularly known 
as “theater of the absurd.” “ Waiting 
for Godot,” first staged in Paris and 
then Germany, 
England and finally 
Broadway, was the forerunner of the 
era. 
The play, a “ tragicomedy” with only 
four characters 
and almost no action, 
has been called the crystallization of all 
Beckett’s work. Its main characters are 
two tramps 
standing by a roadside 
waiting for the mysterious, unknown 
Godot who never comes. 
Beckett, 
who began his literary life 


as secretary to James Joyce, was tra­ 
veling abroad at the time of the an­ 
nouncement. His agent in Paris said the 
author was somewhere in the Mediter­ 
ranean, Italy or even the United States. 
The Nobel prize carries a cash award 
of $72,712. 
Last year’s literature prize recipi­ 
ent was Japanese 
author Yasunaru 
Kawabata. 
On Oct. 16, 
the 1969‘Nobel prize for 
medicine 
went to three Americans for 
their discoveries concerning viruses 
and viral diseases. 
The peace prize 
on Oct. 20 was given to the Internation­ 
al Labor Organization. 
The three remaining prizes will be 
awarded in economy, a new category 
this year. Chemistry and Physics. 
The Nobel prizes 
were established 
by Alfred 
Nobel, the late Swedish 
dynamite 
millionaire who died in 1896. 
He 
said in his will that they “ should 
be distributed to those who during the 
preceding year have conferred the great­ 
est benefit to mankirul.” 
The prizes 
traditionally will be pre­ 


sented to the winners by King Gustav 
Adolf at a ceremony in the Stockliolm 
Concert 
Hall on Dec. 
10 — the anni­ 
versary date of Nobel’s death. 
Beckett, who lives in France and 
writes in the French language, has been 
a candidate for the prize for many years. 
But a strong facticMi inside the Swed­ 
ish 
academy has been figliting against 
his nomination. This year, the pro- 
Beckett faction won out. 
Like his fellow Dubliner, 
James 
Joyce, who never got the Nobel prize, 
Beckett is a writer who speaks only 
through his work. 
He maintains an apartment in Paris 
where he lives with his 
French wife.

The board should determine if the 
program — now in its second year — is 
currently worth a two-cent tax “ shift” 
which could leap to “ six or eight cents” 
in a five-year period, chief aw>raiser 


William Cook of the assessor’s office 
told the supervisors. Cook is a member 
of the nine-man 
County Agricultural 
Preserve 
Advisory Committee which 
drew up and presented tlie report. 
While 
most supervisors 
generally 
expressed the view that the program 
was fair and necessary to the farm­ 
ers, and therefore 
of benefit to the 
entire county by keeping farm opera­ 
tions from closing down, 
Supervisor 
Joe J. Callalian posed some critical 
questions. 


Tlie Santa Barbara 
supervisor felt 
the tax “ shift” penalized urban

Wooldridge and three others accused 
of sharing a rake-off running into mimy 
thousands of dollars citedthe5thAmend­ 
ment in response to questions by the 
Senate 
Permanent Investigations Sub­ 
committee. 
Wooldridge — once the Army’s top non­ 
commissioned officer — remained mute 
even while being described by Sen. Char­ 
les 11. Percy, R-Ill., as “a Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr Hyde” and t)elng told by Percy 
the charges against him were “ a dis­ 
credit to the very uniform you wear.” 
Wooldric^e Invoked the 5th Amendment 
37 time sin 80 minutes be fore the commit­ 
tee switched to questioning others among 
the four men seated side-tiy-side at the 
witness table. The questioning covered 
the 
men’s military background, financ­ 
es, alleged kickbacks, GermanandSwiss 
bank accounts and reports of transac­ 
tions of thousands of dollars at a time 
between them. 
Wooldridge’s attorney told the subcom­ 
mittee that the sergeant “ may later, in­ 
deed, be prosecuted. I have to protect 
him . . . As a soldier he is still a U.S. 
citizen.” 
At almost the same time that the Ixirllv 
boned Wooldridge — as well as three 
other men linked to the alleged scheme 
of kickbacks, rakeoffs and other irregu­ 
larities — took the 5th, the Army announc­ 
ed a further downgrading of Wooldridge’s 
status. 
Army Secretary Stanley R. Resorsaid 
the former toi>-ranked enlisted man in the 
Army 
was being 
“ involuntarily re­ 
leased” from its sergeants major pro­ 
gram. In effect, it meant that he was 
being barred from any future role as a 
key non-com missioned adviser on asslgn- 
ment of enlisted men to senior posi­ 
tions from tl»e battalion level on up to 
all-Army. 
Wooldrl(^e, the first sergeant major of 
the Army (he no longer holds that dis­ 
tinction), was called before the Senate 
Investigations Subcommittee for ques­ 
tioning about earlier testimony by inve.s- 
tlgators that he and a group of buddy 
sergeants milked thousands of dollars 
from orjeration of clubs on bases for 
soldiers. 
Wooldridge, his green Army uniform 
decorated with five rows of ribtx)ns, told 
the 
committee; ” 1 respectfully decline 
to answer 
the questions on the ground 
it might incriminate me.” 
In addition to W'ooldridge, those tak­ 
ing the 5th Amendment was M.Sgt, Wil­ 
liam E. Higdon, retired Sgt. l.C. Nar­ 
vaez Hatcher and retired Sgt. l.C. Sey­ 
mour “Sandy” Lazar. 
David L. Thomas, lawyer for Wool­ 
dridge, Higdon and Narvaez, told ttie 
committee at the outset that his ttire-e 
clients had been advised not to answer 
questions because of the “ accusatory 
nature” of the hearing. 
Sen. Abraham A. Rlbicoff, D^Conn., 
chairman of the group, told Thomas: 
“ Each one of them will have to state 
themselves that they will take the 5th 
Amendment.” 
Wooldridge, the first witness, gave his 
name, age and home address. But when 
Rlbicoff asked the first question — about 
his military background - he invoked 
the constitutional protection against self- 
incrimination. 
At the Pentagon, at almost the same 
time, Resor acted to bar Wooldridge 
from holdir^ any command position as 
senior enlisted adviser in the future. 


Wltliout reftrru ^ specifically to the 
Senate investigation, Resor said he was 
acting because of “Wooldrl(^e’s involve­ 
ment incertain irregularities while serv­ 
ing as a sergeant major with the 24th 
Infantry Division in Europe during the 
period 1963-65.” 
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Lodge storms 
out of talks 


PARIS (UPI) — U.S. Amt'assador Hen­ 
ry Cabot Lodge today cut short the Viet­ 
nam peace talks an<l stormed out of the 
conference in protest 
against the atti­ 
tude of the Communist negotiators. He 
did not wait to deliver the American 
statement. 
The chief American negotiator said 
he made the dramatic 
move to draw 
the attention of world c^inion “ to the 
completely negative attitude which has 
persi.stently 
characterized 
the other 
side.” 
Lodge said his move for 
an early 
adjournemtn, 
apparently 
made with 
White House blessing, did not mean 
the United States was quitting the confer­ 
ence. Instead, the U.S. delegation moved 
only for a one week adjournment. 
Explaining his move to newsmen as 
he returned to the delegation headquar­ 
ters, 
Lixlge said, “ I thought the time 
had come for somebody 
to make a 
puiKtuation mark.” 
“ I’d 
like to say by way of back­ 
ground that what I did was within the 
scope of my instructions,” he added. 
“ We’ve just been going along in this 
way with these demands tliat we get out 
all alone (unilaterally), the demand that 
as we close the door behind us, we over­ 
throw the government of Vietnam, the 
position that never — under any cir­ 
cumstances — would they talk with the 
government of Vietnam. 
“ We’ve been having these things week 
after week, and it seemed to me that the 
time had come to call attention to this 
fact so that world opinion would realize 
it. 
“ I hope our action today may call at­ 
tention generally to the completely neg­ 
ative attitude which has persistently 
ctiaracterized the other side, and that 
there may be progress in the future.” 
North Vietnamese negotiator 
Xuan 
Thuy had used the talks today to say 
that demonstrations against President 
Nixon’s 
Vietnam policies have a posi­ 
tive effect on the Paris 
conference 
and could help break the longstanding 
deadlock.

Seale’s 
fellow 
defendants 
tried to bring a birthday cake 
into the courtroom and U.S. 
m arshals confiscated the cake. 
“ You can jail a cake, but you 
can’t jail a revolution,” Seale 
yelled. 
By that time the whipping 
cream had hit the fan anyway. 
Seale called the trial of the 
“ Chicago Eight” a “ railroad 
operation 
from 
Nixon 
on 
down.” He told the judge and a 
prosecutor they were “ racists” 
and called a U.S. marshal a 
“ pig." 
The turmoil came from the 
attempts of the seven other 
defendants and 20 black specta­ 
tors—the 
largest 
number of 
Negroes to show up so far—to 
hold a “ Bobby Seale Day” at 
the trial. Most of the action 
came in the afternoon session. 
When a marshal removed one 
spectator for refusing to stand 
when U.S. District Court Judge 
Julius J. Hoffman entered the 


courtroom, Seale said, “ You’re 
a pig for kicking him out.” The 
blacks in the spectator section 
sang out, “ Right on.”

Boeing, Lockheed team 
to study space craft 


Two of the nation’s lead­ 
ing aerospace 
firms— Boe­ 
ing 
and 
Lockheed— have 
teamed to study 
a reusable, 
chemically fueled vehicle which 
would fly between Earth and 
low-Earth orbit. 
The Boeing Company of Sea­ 
ttle, Wash., and Lockheed Mis­ 
siles 
and 
Space 
Company 
(LMSC) of Sunnyvale, will seek 
a space agency contract to study 
the space shuttle craft. 
The announcement was made 
in Washington, D.C., by George 
H. Stoner, Boeing’s group vice 
president 
— aerospace, and 
James W. Plummer, vice presi­ 
dent of Lockheed and general 
manager of LMSC’s 
Space 
Systems Division. 
Stoner predicted the shuttle 
would be the first of a series 
of vehicles which one day would 
fly an air line-type mode between 
Earth and space. 
“ For the study we will draw 
upon our airline experience as 
well as our spacecraft and boos­ 
ter know-how,” Stoner said. 
As presently envisioned, the 
space shuttle would consist of 
a large vehicle to provide ini­ 
tial boost and a smaller ve­ 
hicle which would continue into 
orbit and perform space mis­ 
sions. Each vehicle, after com­ 
pleting its task, would fly back 
to an airplane- like landing. 
Heading the Boeing-Lockheed 
team is Boeing vice president 
George H. Hage. Hage joined 
Boeing in 1947 and was elected 


a vice president of the com­ 
pany in September 1969. For 
two years prior to elevation to 
this job, Hage served as mis­ 
sion director and deputy dir­ 
ector of the Apollo program for 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 
Lockheed’s overall effort is 
headed by Dr. F.C .E. Oder, 
who joined the company in 1966 
as vice president and assistant 
general manager of the firm ’s 
Space Systems Division. Oder, 
with 30 years aerospace exper­ 
ience, had spent the previous 
six years with Eastman Kodak 
where he was assistant direct­ 
or of research and engineer­ 
ing. 
In its role as prime con­ 
tractor, Boeing will direct the 
work from its space center at 
Kent, Wash. However, other 
Boeing and Lockheed locations 
will play prominent roles, Ston­ 
er 
and 
Plummer 
stressed. 
Current plans call for Boeing 
to provide principal leadership 
for the boost vehicle and main 
engine integration, while Lock­ 
heed will lead the study effort 
on the orbital vehicle and in­ 
tegrated electronics. 
Stoner and Plummer said the 
decision to team was made alter 
each company had concluded on 
its own that the scope of the pro­ 
gram made it unlikely that a 
single aerospace 
firm 
could 
provide the management and 
technical 
resources required 
to do the job.

"We saw year one of day one 
in a new calendar," is the way 
Herbert describes that space 
breakthrough. Even as a man 
who has been peopling space 
for years via his typewriter, he 
found it pretty hard to believe. 
"You turned on your TV and 
somebody was saying, ‘ladies 
and gentlemen, the moon ’ How 
could you believe it? It was 
pretty hard to accept in one 
gulp. But it was there.” 
Mary Deford, at 81 perhaps 
the 
oldest 
working 
science 
fiction writer, also feels that 
events have to some extent 
caught up with science fiction. 
But she sees it as a challenge. 
"The 
day of 
the 
hug - eyed 
monster is gone," she said. 
"There is better fiction and 
better science than there used 
to be." 


Popular science fiction writer 
Paul Anderson thinks that what 
man 
has 
done in space is 
something fictionists can be 
proud of-4t proves they haven't 
been so cockeyed after all. One 
of his reactions to the July 
moon 
visit 
was: 
“ It 
was 
particularly satisfying to see 
the astronauts could bounce 
around like we’ve been hoping." 
And, 
he 
might have added, 
writing. 
Another science fiction man, 
Jack Vance of Oakland, Calif., 
was disappointed with "the lack 
of imagination and romance 
expressed" in the moon con­ 
quest. But he sees a great 
future still for space fiction 
writers. 
“ We can still envision the 
future,” 
he 
said. 
"Space 
exploration is the inevitable 
destiny of humanity. You might 
say it’s pre-ordained." 
Another writer of sc le ra 
fiction 
not 
discouraged 
by 
man’s accomplishments to date 
is 
Samuel 
Delaney 
of 
San 
Francisco. He pointed out that 
science fiction had been getting 
"more and more sophisticated 
for 
a 
long time” -in other 
words, staying ahead of reality. 
It seems a pretty good bet 
that whatever the Apollo 12 
astronauts may do or discover 
on the moon the next time up, 
it won’t catch the space fiction 
authors short. One thing sure, 
they beat the scientists to the 
moon, 
Mars and Venus ami 
they’ll stay farther out in outer 
space than real men for just as 
long as words can outstrip ac­ 
complishment .

Buying Power Dictates 
The ‘Looks’ of Fashion 


F A S H IO N T IP S 
1 o u r B irth d a y

N E W Y O R K — (N E A )— 
Fashion is big business. And* 
as Calvin Coolidge once said, 
“ The business of America is 
business.” But even big busi­ 
ness was simpler in an era 
during which Henry Ford 
could prosper while insisting 
that people who wanted to 
buy his car could have any 
color they wanted as long as 
it was black. 


Things are no longer that 
simple. 


Fashion is not only big 
business, it’s a volatile in­ 
dustry as well. G e n e r a l 
trends move slowly. For ex­ 
ample, there is the gradual 
increase in the importance 
of sportswear as more and 
more women have more and 
more leisure time. But spe­ 
cific f a s h i o n s move very 
fast, often b e c o m i n g a 
“ Ford,” as best-sellers in 
fashion are called. This can 
happen w i t h i n six weeks 
from the time the item orig­ 
inates and it can be played 
out in just a few weeks. 


Take the hardware look, 
typified by the big indus­ 
trial zipper. It’s on the wane 
but it was clearly a specific 
fashion when it began. Now 
everyone’s buying pantsuits. 
Another season everything 
came up purple. These again 
are specific fashions, or “ a 
look.” The fashion business 
is built on looks, hundreds 
and hundreds of items, each 
chosen by a buyer, each a 
c h a l l e n g e to the buyers’ 
taste and knowledge. 


Fashion is w h a t mo s t 
women want to wear at a 
particular moment in time. 
Fashion is news. If it’s old 
hat, it’s- not fashion. But it 
seems to me that the whole 
story from the creation of a 
garment to the time it is 
bought by the consumer is 
an interesting subject to pur­ 
sue. How does it all happen? 


This is what D a v i d L. 
Yunich, president of M acy’s 
New York, had to say about 
who makes fashion: 


“ It used to start as high 
fashion—ex p en sive clothes 
Created by big-name design­ 
ers. Then their ideas perco­ 
lated down through various 
price lines for different in­ 
come levels and, in a couple 
of years, the fashion could 
be found even in bargain 
basements. 


“ This is no longer true. 
For the most part now fash­ 
ion is simultaneous at all 
levels. And it makes the 
job of the r e t a i l e r much 
harder. 
High 
fashion was 
once a way of p r e t e s t i n g 
fashion ideas. Now it isn’t. 
Now there’s a new breed of 
customer. She wants fashion 
now, the right f a s h i o n at 
whatever price she’s pay­ 
ing.” 


According to Yunich. this 
consumer phenomenon is the 
result of modern communi­ 
cations, new affluence and 
education. The secretary in 
a small town knows to the 
inch how short Mrs. Nixon 
is wearing her skirts or how 
many pairs of fake eyelashes 
the latest cover girl wears. 
And, as a result of affluence, 
a woman can afford to buy 
new dresses even if the old 
ones haven’t worn out. Be­ 
cause of education, custom­ 
ers are more in the know. 


Fashion today can come 
from almost any direction. 
The miniskirt started with 
teen-agers and is now being 
worn by grandmothers as 
well. Capes are around be­ 
cause the English “ birds” 
latched on to them. 


Of course, there are still 
status fashions—f a s h i o n s 
that started on the top. When 
everybody 
and 
her 
sister 
sported an alligator bag, the 
new status bag turned turtle. 
But in no time copies of tur­ 
tle bags were on the shelves. 
And they moved. 
On the other hand fashion 
can come up from the bot­ 
tom. Look at flower power. 
It began with the hippies, 
what might be termed an 
underground f a s h i o n—and 
now it’s a p p a r e n t at all 
levels. 


Who starts f a s h i o n no 
longer matters much. The 
important thing is that the 
merchandise of a store must 
be in fashion. 


“ The wrong things simply 
won’t 
sell,” 
Yunich 
said. 
“ There’s no market for mis­ 
takes even in a clearance 
sale.” 
Since f a s h i o n s must be 
right e v e n t h o u g h they 
change so rapidly, how can 


a merchant tell in January 
what women will want for 
Easter? 


Here’s how it works. The 
buyer goes into the market 
in advance of a season and 
sees a series of “ looks.” His 
decision on what to buy and 
what to bypass is based on 
his individual know-how. 


In order to e s t a b l i s h a 
factual basis for his decision, 
small quantities of different 
“ looks” are bought and put 
on the selling floor as far in 
advance of a season as pos­ 
sible. The customer accepts 
or r e j e c t s by buying or 
ignoring 
the 
merchandise. 
And the major decisions for 
big buying are then based on 
these test reactions. 


“ What I would like to em­ 
phasize is this,” Yunich said, 
“ The buyer has a good sound 
fashion reason for buying 
each and every ‘look’ but it’s 
the customer who makes the 
ultimate decision.” 


If a look is too way-out for 
a c c e p t a n c e it won’t be 
bought by a n y o n e except 
those who believe the fash­ 
ion magazines to be gospel. 
So the wise consumer should 
realize that she can make 
the current fashion herself. 
She doesn’t have to be a 
member of the herd. 
Fashion magazines can be 
helpful as guides, but too 
often they are not. And for 
the w o m a n who believes 
them to be her bible of dress, 
it might be well to recall the 
term used to describe them 
by a well-known columnist— 
"com ic books for adults.” 
Unfortunately, they some­ 
times are just that. So don’t 
forget that YOU are the buy­ 
ing power. You can make 
fashion what you want it to 
be.

in space may be explorers, 
astronom ers or possibly manu­ 
facturers 
exploiting 
the free 
gift 
of 
high 
vacuums 
and 
weightlessness. 
But a more immediate use 
for human spacefarers, accord­ 
ing to Arthur C. Clarke, would 
be as electronic repairmen. 
Clarke, who has been writing 
about 
space exploration 
for 
years, is credited 
with being 
the first to suggest communica­ 
tion satellites in orbit. He is co­ 
author of the film “ 2001: A 
Space Odyssey.” 
In 
the 
September-October 
issue of Bell Telephone Maga­ 
zine, Clarke foresaw manned 
moon bases in 10 years. Right 
now, however, men could make 
themselves 
useful 
in 
space 
nearer home, he wrote. 
There is, Clarke said, “ a 
simple and immediate need for 
man 
in 
space...to 
help ui> 
manned satellites in trouble,” 
A couple of years ago, he 
recalled 
the 
United 
States 
launched its 
first 
Orbiting 
Astronomical 
Observatory 
(OAO), 
a 
superbly designed 
instrument which cost more 
than $50 million. 
“ High above the murk and 
haze 
of 
our 
atmosphere,” 
Clarke said, “ it could have 
revealed the stars as they can 
never been seen on Earth.” 
The fine spacecraft went into 
a perfect orbit. Great scientific 
expectations rode with it. Then 
its battery went dead. 
It 
is 
still 
up there, 
a 
beautiful, 
useless 
piece 
of 


hardware,” Clarke said,4 ad- 
ding: “ A man with a screwdriv­ 
er might have fixed it could he 
have reached it.” 
Another unmanned OAO is 
now in orbit, and it is working 
fine. 
But if a man with a 
screwdriver could get to the 
right place at the right time we 
would 
have 
two 
astronomy 
satellites working for science. 
Clarke also noted, as recent 
launches have shown, that not 
all unmanned satellites achieve 
the orbits where they cm do 
their best work. 


“ If we could send up manned 
rendezvous 
vehicles,” Clarke

could be nudged into the right 
orbit.”

The proposal was included in 
a suggested feed grain support 
and surplus - control program 
that Hardin delivered privately 
this week to members of the 
House Agriculture Committee. 


Under Hardin’s suggestion, 
farmers enrolling in the govern­ 
ment surplus control program 
for corn and other feed grains 
each 
year 
would 
first 
be 
guaranteed a low price support 


loan. This would be set at 80 to 
95 per cent of the average 
market price of the pre-eding 
three years. 


Growers also would be given 
a supplemental direct support 
payment 
set 
at 
any 
lev el 
considered "fair and reasona­ 
ble" 
by 
the 
secretary 
of 
agriculture. A preliminarv pay­ 
ment rate would be announced 
before each market year, but 
the 
actual 
final rate would 
depend on market prices during 
the year. 


To determine 
the amount 
paid to farmers, the secretary 
would set a "target price" for 
corn or other feed crops. If the 
actual open-market price for 
the season turned out to be 
above the target, the govern­ 


ment 
supplemental 
support 
payment 
would 
be 
reduced. 
Hardin's proposal says, howev­ 
er, the final payment rate could 
not be cut more that 50 per 
cent below the preliminary rate 
anounced at the start of the 
season. 
Hardin is seeking a bipartisan 
consensus on new farm pro­ 
grams before public unveiling 
of hard and final legislative 
proposals. Hardin is scheduled 
to bring the House committee a 
wheat program next Monday. 
Under the feed grain plan, 
fanners 
could 
qualify 
for 
government supports by Idling 
a 
“ set-aside" 
acreage fixed 
annually for each farm. The 
set-aside land could be any 
cropland acres on the farm and 
would equal about 35 to 50 per 
cent of the farm’s grain base 


acreage.

voluntarily

the set-aside quota 
extra land rental

acres. Further, farmers open­ 
ing their idled acres for free 
public use such as hunting and

The variable price support 
payments, as in the past, would 
be made on a limited number 
of each farm’s grain acres-on 
half of the farm’s historic grain 
acreage base.

Worthy work supported by Flower Festival 


Lompoc’s annual Flower Fes­ 
tival has made cash payments 
of over $40,000 to worthy com­ 
munity causes during the past 
10 years, according to a report 
made public this week. 
John 
Martin, 
1970 Flower 
Festival chairman, noted the 
impressive figure in a report 
to Chamber of Commerce pres­ 
ident, Fran Underwood. The 
report 
was requested by the 
Chamber Board of Directors as 
a prelude to planning next year’s 
flower extravaganza. 
It reveals the sponsorship of 
queen candidates by more than 
30 separate local organizations 
over the 10 year period, and 
the distribution of percentages 
of the gross ticket sale«; in the 
queen contests to be as high as 
$1700 to a single organization 
in a given year. 
Martin -pointed out 
that the 
moneys have gone into “ tangi­ 
ble local benefits.” These in­ 
clude a broad range of youth 
programs; aid to the blind; fam- 


ily assistance; local clubhouse

Martin pointed out that dur­ 
ing the past four festivals, cash 
distributions to queen sponsor­ 
ing organizations have averaged 
over $4,000 per year. In 1969 
the Festival paid a total of 
$5,574.70 to eight sponsoring 
groups. In concluding the re­ 
port, Martin said, “ The Rec­ 
ords indicate a consistent ma­ 
jor contribution of cash to Fes­ 
tival Queen sponsors. With the 
event growing in scope each 
year, the 1970 Queen Contest 
should produce a record bene­ 
fit to the sponsors’ favorite 
charities and projects.’’ 
Marty Lunny, chairman of the 
1970 Queen Contest, which is in 
the general charge of the Lad­ 
ies Division of the Chamber, 
said, “ I ’ve read Mr. Martin’s

The hue and cry for a Lompoc Youth Center is being heard 
once again in this community. 
Tlie most recent youth center failure, The Prophet coffee­ 
house, has received the attention ofthe Lompoc Jaycees, Parks 
and Recreation Commission, City Council and other interested 
adults and youth. 
A community without a youth center lacks a necessary facili­ 
ty to be a complete community. Responsible adults strive for 
a complete community. 
However, in the society of today’s 
youth, it is extremely difficult to understand, to get together 
with youth to determine, specifically, what would constitute 
a successful youth center by their standards. 
For example, a large segment of the youth rebel at any type 
of adult regimentation of their center. On the other hand, if 
such a center 
is the result of considerable adult effort, time

and money, adults will naturally insist on some type of moder­ 
ate regulation if only for the purpose of maintaining and pre­ 
serving that which they assisted in creating. 
Historically, over the past 10 years, two attempts at trying 
to satisfy the craving of youth for a youth center have failed.

instances, the reasons were diverse but one main 
factor became apparent -dissatisfaction among the youth them­ 
selves in their self-governing attempts of the facility. 
Today’s youth society is composed of the “ with-its” and the 
“ not with-its.” Until these two elements can find a common 
ground upon 
which to initiate a youth center that they will 
swear to preserve, 
utilize, 
assist in governing, maintain 
and operate, there is little hope for 
any center which will 
provide the needs for all of our youth. If the needs of all of 
the youth are not met, it will only spell failure once again.

To be sure, registered voters have 
received some mailing pieces put out 
by the candidates, but flyers are no 
substitute for becoming personally ac­ 
quainted with the men involved. 
So, regardless of your position on the 
dam project, you shouldtake advantage of 
tonight’s opportunity to become better 
informed.

Ray McCuen’s column on leash law for 
cats. I agree with Mr. McCuen that some 
law ought to be passed to prevent so many 
cats from roaming around loose but I’m 
not so sure a leash law would solve the 
problem. However, some kind of law is 
needed and this one seems to be the 
only solution. 
I do have another comment to make and 
this concerns the amount that veterinari­ 
ans charge to have a cat spaded or neu­ 
tered. I called one local vet to ask 
how much it would cost to have my 
cat neutered and the price was $15 
alone for surgery. There is also a charge 
for boarding the cat. The charge is much 
higher for female cats — $25 to have one 
spaded. The average cost for boarding is 
$2 a day and most vets ask to keep 
the female cat at least three days. 
If these prices weren’t so high. I ’m 
willing to bet money more people would 
have their cats (and dogs) altered. This 
would cut down on the number of cats 
ftjaming the streets and would also cut 
down the number of unwanted kittens. 
I think our animal shelter should hire 
a veterinarian or employ someone w 1k> 
knows how to alter animals just for that 
purpose. If they would lower the rates, 
I'm sure they would iH>tice a result. A 
friend told me that an animal shelter 
in Los Angeles was using this plan and 
It seems to me that if the veterin- 
arians were really concerned about the 
problem of loose and unwanted cats and 
dogs, they would either lower their pric­ 
es or help our animal shelter support 
this plan.

W orld Report by Henry J. Taylor 
Anarchy in Italy 


Never ^ t off until tomorrow that 
which the boss may check on today. 


Italian Foreign Minister Aldo Moro, 
here quietly for a White House meeting, 
is a European statesman intensely pro- 
American. 
But 
he is walking on a 
slippery, swaying high wire in support 
of our country in Italian politics. 
Anarchy in Italy is on the planning 
boards in Moscow. Yet, since Charles 
de Gaulle took France out of NATO, 
our need for a stabilized Italy is greater 
than ever. 
Italy borders on France, Switzerland 
and Austria, with West Germany at 
Austria’s rear. It fronts Red Yugoslavia. 
It flanks Yugoslavia and Red Albania 
and the Adriatic. It is the key to North 
Africa and Greece. Classically, the Ital­ 
ians 
have called 
the Mediterranean 
“ mare nostrum,” “ our sea” . 
This 
country Is the logistic center for our 
entire NATO naval complex in the Med­ 
iterranean. 
A stable Italy as 
an 
indispensable 
seat 
of American 
power at the cross­ 
roads of the Soviet- 
threatened Mediterr­ 
anean is a strategic 
imperative. In the de­ 
fense 
of 
Western 
Europe, and there­ 
fore 
of the 
United 
States— 
as 
the 
Russians well know— 
there is no substiture for our needed 
Italy. 
Mild-manned but battle-hardened For­ 
eign Minister Moro admitted to me that 
the internal dissatisfactions in his lovely 
land are real and growing. The gap bet­ 
ween the rich north and the poor south, 
Mr. Moro laments, remains unbridged. 
The northern Industrial worker’s annual 
income is nearly exactly twice that of 
his southern brother. And the rapidly 
increasing shift from agriculture to 
Industry further lights the fuse. In Mr. 
Moro’s 
nation, 
always 
primarily 
agricultural, agriculture 
has 
fallen 
to less than 13 per cent of the gross 
national product. 
There is also the wage imbalance 
with the other five Common Market 
countries. Italian workers get only alx)ut 
half the hourly wage of the equivalent 
West Germans, and this is reasonably 
typical. As one result 600,000 Italians 
now work in other Common Market 
countries. 
Mr. Moro, himself a professor, worr­ 
ies About the student dissatisfactions as 
well. Italy’s university population has 
doubled in the past 10 years. He dec­ 
ries the poor conditions and antiquated 
methods.” 
“ The half-million students are wait­ 
ing impatiently to see how the govern­ 
ment's new university reform bill works 
our,” Mr. Moro told me. 
Moreover, the Immense bureaucracy 
has become literally a third force. 
Millions are shouting against it in the 
kind of voice that knocks out the win­ 
dows aiid blows off the roof. 
“ Bustarella” (little envelope) means 
graft and bribery in Italy— its mean­ 
ing taken from the envelope in which 
the money passes. As the giant bureau­ 
cracy 
grows the “ bustarella” grows. 
The bureaucracy, in turn, replies by 
staging one public service strike after 
another. 
It has long since quit trying 
to make friends with either the public 
or the government and simply takes 
to the streets in its own disruptive 
style of civil war. 
But Mr. Moro confirmed to me tliat 
when you are in Italy, as I was re­ 
cently, you find that the government 
is really not facing a great body of 
dissatisfied 
people 
trying to assert 
their rights. It is facing chiefly and 
skillful manipulations of experienced 
Communist political technicians. 
This method is a 
reform-blocking 


technique and their objective is to try 
to bring on the problems that have de­ 
feated 30 postwar governments in that 
country. 
The 
Italian 
Communist party, 
of 
course, is the largest in the Western 
world. It achieved 8.5 million votes in 
the last election— more than a quarter 
of the national ballots. And now it is 
pressurized, aided and abetted psychol­ 
ogically by Moscow— by the new and 
expanding presence off Italy’s shores 
of the Soviet Mediterranean Fleet. 
In Italy you are friends if you have 
the same enemy. Mr. Moro’s Christian 
Democrat party and the Socialist party 
were friends because they had the same 
enemy; 
the Communist 
party. 
The 
previous coalition government was built 
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in their anti-Communist unity. But the 
Socialist party exploded bitterly this 
summer into two factions—one anti- Com­ 
munist, the other a Communist party 
. ally. 
This Socialist party split wrecked the 
convenient center-left coalition that has 
ruled Italy for so many years and put 
Mr. Moro and his party onto the slip­ 
pery, swaying high wire beneath which 
the Communist party stands ready with 
the tar and feathers. 
Whatever President Nixon can do to 
strengtlien the hand of pro-American 
Foreign Minister Moro is vital to our 
national interest.
